The budget, according to 
City Treasurer Albert Glinski, 
reflects an increase in the city 
tax rate of 1.2 mills over the 
1969 levy. 

This will amount to $1.20 
per $1,000 of property 
valuation assessed at 50 
percent of its cash value in 
accordance with state tax 
assessing procedures. 

Glinski also reported that 
the city operation must now 


include road maintenance 
previously performed under 
the Wayne County Road 
Commission crews. 

He reported that the State 
Equalization Factor of 1.74 
in 1969 was applied to each 
one third valuation for each 
parcel in Romulus. This 
brought the property 
valuation up to 50 percent of 
cash value. 

The tax levy of $49.33 
was applied to the 50 percent 


valuation thus arriving at an 
appropriate tax bill. 

The factor to be applied in 
the 1970 tax collection will 
be 1.92. This, Glinski 
reported, will raise property 
valuation this year with an 
subsequent boost in property 
tax assessment. 

Romulus' property 
valuation, state equalized, 
was reported at 
$133,769,580. 


This year, Romulus will 
share in the distribution of 
Michigan Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund, state sales tax 
refund and other state 
programs. These are included 
in expected revenues for the 
1970-71 year.

To The Editor: 

At the last Romulus City Council Meeting held Aug. 13, a 
motion was made to allow a newly formed “Citizens Group” 
to have access to the meeting room of City Hall. Since it 
apparently appears as an innocent request the majority of 
councilmen apoeared to have no reaction against it. However, 
Mr. James Stewart requested, by motion, that the group in 
question be given official recognition by the council, and 
therefore by the city and its administration. 

How could any administration give Carte Blanche approval 
and recognition to any newly formed group that has had but 
one meeting? How, and why, should this be even considered 
without the group having some history behind it? Are the 
stated intentions of this group, and its leaders, the true 
intentions that shall be its end product? Or are the stated 
intentions of the group a “Red Herring” for other political 
motives? 

The mayor declared that this group will not have more than 
25 people in attendance. How does he know this? If it is a true 
“Citizens Group” then it would be open to all people of

people.

Provided For Youngsters

ROMULUS - Childhood is 
a time for storing memories, 
having experiences and 
learning. 

Much of adult life is based 
upon or influenced by the 
rememberance of childhood 
teachings and activities. 

Sometimes, for one reason 
or another, children are 
deprived of “normal” 
childhood recollections.

lack of stability in the family, 
ill health, economic 
deprivation, cultural lag, any 
of which can mean a more or 
less impoverished living style.

Rohrs provides the male 
“father image”, testing 
foreheads for fever, bringing 
measages and forms for 
inoculations, advising, 
consulting, being responsible, 
concerned and interested.

Political sign laws 
need further attention

Election is key to area power 

By dick Mcknight 



The outcome of the statewide races for 
Governor and United States Senator may have an 
important impact on western Wayne County- and 
its hopes for. increasing political power in Lansing. 

The 1970 census has added voting power to 
local residents which will be realized when 
legislative districts are reapportioned within the 
next two years or so. Most of the state 
representative districts, state senate districts and 
U.S. Representative districts will be made smaller 
because of increasing western Wayne County 
population. 

This will mean western Wayne County will be 
gaining more representation specifically for the 
area. 

How the legislature reapportions these voting 
districts will have a great affect on the kind of 
people western Wayne residents will be electing as 
their representatives. 


If, for instance, a Republican victory carries a 
majority of the GOP candidates into state house 
and senate seats, the GOP might apportion 
differently than the Democrats. 

A GOP apportionment plan might attempt to 
tie all of the area Democratic voters into tight 
districts with few Republican voting areas 
included, hoping to create new 
Re publican -oriented districts. Or, an attempt 
could be made to split the area up in order to 
seperate Democratic voters into ineffective 
pockets. 

A Democratic apportionment plan might try to 
keep Republican voting areas, like Plymouth, tied 
to normally Democratic voting areas so as to 
cancel the Republican vote. 

At any rate, both parties will be concerned with 
creating the best apportionment plan for their own 
particular fortunes. 


The conclusion is inescapable that Democratic 
strongholds like western Wayne .County, will 
benefit by a Democratic party victory. The area 
normally fares better when it sends its Democratic 
office holders to state legislative houses which are 
Democratically-controlled. 

It is better, it seems, to be part of the majority. 

There is considerable doubt that area voters will 
automatically vote straight Democratic tickets 
simply because of this issue. Voters have shown in 
the past that they can be favorably disposed to 
Republican candidates on a state level, even as 
local Democrats are being elected. 

It happened in 1966 with George Romney and 
Robert Griffin. Democrats are hoping they can 
avoid the result this year. 


We believe local communities should 
weigh their current ordinances on political 
signs for revision or possible writing of new 
laws to combat this well known political 
excess. 

Particularly, we object to the constant 
habit of political candidates at various levels 
to tack signs and bumper stickers on stop 
signs, trees and telephone poles where the 
public can view the annoyance. 

During the primary election campaign just 
completed the examples of such sign misuse 
were abundant. Along many major streets, 
evejy other tree and pole was decorated with 
a political sign. 

There is no question that such practices 
constitute a blight on the community. 

We know that police officers and 
ordinance workers in many communities 
must spend too much of the time they ought 
to spend on other community problems 
going around taking down signs and stickers 
put up by political workers. 


of headache cities would very much like to 
be rid of. 

We have asked on previous occasions that 
political workers police themselves on the 
use of political signs and stickers. That 
approach would appear to have proved itself 
useless to control the problem. Self-restraint 
by political workers was absent in many 
areas of the past primary campaign. 

We therefore see no other approach open 
than to call for legislation by local 
communities to penalize the workers or 
cnadidates whose signs and stickers show up 
in places where they should not. 

Westland recently debated a sign 
ordinance and run up against charges that 
the ordinance might restrain the freedom of 
speech of residents. 

But a limited measure, calling for 
reasonable use of signs in places that are not 
part of the public domain, should be 
acceptable to all candidates and citizens. We 
believe agreement among citizens could be 
easily reached on such a law. 


The cost, of course, is to the taxpayers. 

At the same time, city officials have no 
choice but to assign workers to these tasks, 
in order to keep some semblance of beauty 
in the community. It is obviously the kind 


At any rate, something should be done 
now to explore ways to prevent a recurrence 
of the sign epidemic recently experienced. 
Even though many communities have been 
fighting the problem for years, it is not 
necessarily a dead end proposition.

Pollution law allows 
direct citizen action

The Legislature returned on Aug. 6 after a 
one-month summer recess. There was a 
substantial amount of unfinished business on 
both the House and Senate calendars. During 
the summer recess, bills which had won 
legislative approval before the break were 
presented to the Governor. Most were 
enacted into law by his signature. There 
were a few vetoes. 

One of the new public acts will give 
Michigan an important new weapon in its 
continuing fight against pollution. The new 
law is based on the concept that each and 
every citizen of the state should have the 
right to take action to preserve his 
environment. 

The public act, which originated in the 
House, permits individuals and groups to 
bring legal action against those they believe 
to be polluting the waters, air and other 
natural resources of the state. Michigan is 
the first state to enact this new concept into 
law. It will not, of course, solve all of our 
polluton problems, but it will help to bring 
those problems into sharper focus. 

There are two other environmental 
quality laws now on the books. One of them 
establishes a system of licensing persons who 
commercially use such pesticides as DDT. 
The registration of DDT was cancelled last 
year by the State Department of 
Agriculture. This new law completes the 


state program of control for this harmful 
chemical. 

The other new law tightens restrictions on 
the dumping of sewage, oils and other wastes 
from freighters and other commercial vessles 
in state waters. There already are restrictions 
on private pleasure boats. 

Also recently signed into law is a bill which 
completes a trio of important labor 
measures. Earlier there were enacted bills 
which increased the state’s $1.25 an hour 
minimum wage to $1.45 an hour on last July 
1 and to. $1.60 an hour effective Jan. 1, 
1970, and which provided for 
across-the-board increases in unemployment 
compensation benefits. 

The latest public acts will make it possible 
to extend benefits for unemployed workers 
who have already exhausted their regular 26 
weeks of compensation payments. This is 
done by taking advantage of a federal grant 
act which permits the state and federal 
governments to share equally is the cost of 
extended jobless benefits. 

Under this agreement, the additional 
benefits become effective when either the 
national unemployment rate exceeds 4.5 per 
cent for three consecutive months or when 
the state’s unemployment rate for a 13-week 
period is 20 per cent higher than the average 
for the same period of time in the two 
previous calender years.

Just prior to the beginning of another school 
year it is appropriate to review our objectives, our 
strengths and weaknesses, and attempt to focus in 
on our problems more clearly so that our ability to 
solve them will sharpen. 

Our major objective, of course, is to provide the 
finest educational opportunities for our children 
and youth that it is possible to provide within the 
bounds of a* ^ ble resources. We all know that 
the curricula, J extra-curricular programs in any 
school system can be improved. Some of the 
Improvements can be made without additional 
financial resources, but many cannot. 

Current thinking of our board of education 
regarding taxes for school purposes is to hold the 
line if possible — to provide whatever 
improvements and enrichments we can within 
exliitng tax rates. 

As you undoubtedly know, North Junior High 
School will open In September and will provide as 
many as ten classroom* for elementary school 

young* ten. This Is necessary because classrooms 


filled throughout the district’s eight existing 
elementary buildings. 

The board of education is planning to seek 
approval for a bond issue to secure funds to 
construct additional school facilities. Within a 
short period of time, the new North Junior High 
School will need all of its classrooms for junior 
high youngsters. It is obvious that an additional 
elementary school building will be needed soon. 
Another nighly desirable facility improvement 
currently being considered is enlargement of the 
high school library — sometimes called the learning 
resources center. 

Date for an election has not been set, nor has 
the amount of the bond issue the board will seek 
been decided. These details will be worked out in 
the near future. Again, the board will do all in its 
power to avoid any and all tax increases if at all 
possible. 

Dedication programs are being planned for the 
new Belleville High School auditorium and for the 
new North Junior High School. Sunday, Sept. 20 
i* the date set for the auditorium dedication and 
open house. North Junior High School will be 


dedicated on Sunday, Oct. 11. The dedicatory' 
programs for both buildings will begin at 2 p.m. 

During the next few weeks, the board of 
education will be receiving preliminary and final 
reports from the Citizens Study Committee and 
its seven subcommittees. The board is anxious to 
study the reports and to consider the 
recommendations in the areas of elementary, 
junior high, and senior high curriculum, buildings 
and facilities, public relations, finance, and 
transportation. It is anticipated that these reports 
and recommendations will reflect the overall 
thinking of the residents of our entire school 
district. 

These study committee reports and 
recommendations will help to clarify desired aims 
and objectives and will help to identify strengths, 
weaknesses, and problems. 

Our newly acquired facility for vocational 
education, the W. E. Hennels factory' building at 
414 Sumpter Rd. is a much needed facility and a 
most welcomed addition. 

We are proceeding into the new school year 
confident that it will be an excellent one.

The vote was 23 to 195 — a 
margin of 62 otes short of 
the required mjority. 

Ford mad an unusually 
sharp attac) on President 
Nixon in a 9eech urging his 
colleagues t override both 
vetoes. 

Declarin’ that the vetoes 
were poliically motivated. 
Ford ebrged that the 
President “simultaneously 


slammed the school doors in 
children’s faces while kicking 
the crutches out from under 
our veterans.” 

Commenting on the 
President’s statement that the 
two appropriations bills were 
inflationary because they 
called for more money than 
requested by the 
Administration, Congressman 
Ford said: 

“I certainly share the 
President's concern over 
inflation, and have been 
working to help bring it 
under control. However, I 
resent the administration’s 
attempt to try to escape 
responsibility for its own 
inflationary policy by tagging 
the 91st Congress as the sole 
cause of Inflation because we 
voted for a $453 million 
increase for education and a 
$541 million increase for 
housing, anti-pollution, water 
and sewer grants, and 
critically needed medical care 
for veterans.” 

Ford pointed out that the 
House of Representatives has 
actually cut the President's 
budget requests by more than 
$2 billion, and added that he 
voted for budget cuts totaling 
$7.7 billion, in such areas as 
farm subsidies, foreign aid 
and military spending 

In light of that fact,” he 
declared, “my votes for $453 
million for education and 
$541 million for housing,

better care for disabled 
soldiers can hardly be called 
inflationary.” 

Ford cited the example of 
one city in his district — 
Lincoln Park — to show the 
desperate situation of many 
school districts. 

After voters four times 
rejected proposed millage 
increases to meet rising costs, 
the school board was forced 
to eliminate all high school 
athletics, art, music and band 
programs; close cafeterias, 
and drop adult education, 
summer school, many special 
education classes and 
transportation for 
handicapped children. The 
board has eliminated 130 
teaching positions, and will 
put all elementary students 
on half-day sessions next 
month. 

‘‘The children of Lincoln 
Park are already receiving less 
than a first-rate education, 
and the situation will 
obviously worsen in the 
coming year, as the austerity 
program continues,” Ford 
said. 

“The only salvation for 
Lincoln Park is a massive 
infusion of Federal aid. Are 
we, instead, going to tell 
them that they must make 
further cutbacks in the name 
of fighting inflation?” 

Congressman Ford also 
noted that the administration 
is seeking $1-1/2 billion for 
school desegregation during 
the next two years. 

‘‘If the President thinks 
that $435 million just to keep 
our present educational 
system going is inflationary, 
then I am unable to 
understand how $1-1/2 
billion for his own school 
programs is not inflationary. 

“I do not mean to say that 
it is wrong to spend money to 
fulfill the requirements of the 


law in achieving 
desegregation. What I do 
mean to say is that the 
President is not being 
consistent.” 

Commenting after the 
votes, Ford criticized 
President Nixon's timing in 
the two vetoes. 


Michigan’s anti-pollution 
laws are among the strongest 
in the nation. Michigan’s 
Water Resources Management 
Act makes it unlawful for any 
person to discharge, directly 
or indirectly, into the waters 
of the State any substance 
which either is or may 
become harmful to the land, 
wildlife, public health, or 
industrial or commercial uses 


of the land, Frank J. Kelley, 
Michigan Attorney General, 
warned. 

The act is enforced by 
Water Resources Commission 
inspectors and by the 
Attorney General. Any duly 
appointed agent of the 
commission has the right to 
enter at all reasonable times 
upon public or private 



property for the purpose of 
inspection relating to water 
pollution. 

After the commission gives 
notice of violation, any 
person who fails to comply 
with its order is subject to a 
criminal complaint and a 
penalty of $500 a day for 
every day during which the 
violation occured. 

The Michigan Air Pollution 
Act makes the State Air 
Pollution Control 
Commission responsible for 
establishing standards and 
rules governing discharge of 
air contaminants. 

The commission has 
established regulations which 
provide, in part, that anyone 
planning to construct a 
facility which may cause air 
pollution must submit his 
plans to the commission for 


approval. Any gaseous or 
particle emissions which flow, 
untreated, into the 
atmosphere, must meet the 
standards established bf the 
commission. 

Every citizen can 
contribute to a cleaner 
environment by checking his 
own facilities for possible 
pollution and by reporting 
violations to the Water 
Resources Commission or the 
Air Pollution Control 
Commission Lansing.

Water deaths 


may reach high 


Michigan is headed for a 
record number of water 
deaths in 1970. 

The bitter assessment, 
recently reviewed by Col. 
Frederick E. Davids, State 
Police director, comes in the 
wake of a long, hot summer 
that has already claimed more 
drowning victims than last 
year at the same time. 

“Provisional figures,” Col. 
Davids said, “indicate we will 
have more water deaths this 
year than the all time high of 
347 recorded in 1969.” 

Davids said many factors 
enter into the tragic pattern 
including prolonged hot 
weather, more unsupervised 
swimming and the use of 


dangerous areas such as gravel 
pits for swimming parties. 

Davids pointed out that 
while local enforcement 
agencies have been 
empowered to police boating 
rules and regulations, little is 
being done to improve 
non-boating water safety 
programs. 

“When you consider that 
two-thirds of all drownings 
do not involve boats, the 
need for more water safety 
education and control is 
obvious,” Davids said. 

Avoid gravel pits and other 
restricted areas when 
swimming and do not be 
complacent about the 
back-yard pool. Home pools 
claimed 23 victims in 1969.

Veterans need cards for funds 


Veterans who attended 
classes during the spring and 
summer session under the 
G.I. Bill should make certain 
that their Certification of 
Attendance cards are 
returned to the Veterans 
Administration immediately. 

Robert M. FitzGerald, 
director of the VA Regional 
Office, Detroit, explained 
that unless the cards are 


returned, veterans cannot be 
paid the educational money 
for their last month of 
training. Neither can they be 
paid for their first month of 
training when they return to 
school this fall. 

A veteran attending 
college should fill out and 
sign the card he received with 
his next to final check, and 
mail it to his VA Regional 


Office, FitzGerald explained. 

A veteran training below 
college level should fill out 
and sign the card he receives 
with his monthly check, and 
return it each month to his 
VA Regional Office. In 
addition, the card must be 
signed by a school official. 

The veteran who has lost 
his attendance certification 


card should request another 
from his nearest VA Office. 
He should then return the 
completed card to the VA 
Office, FitzGerald advised.

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‘ The Rothschilds 9 needs more than dialogue

Since the history of the 
Rothschild family, the Jewish 
family which rose from the 
ghetto to become the bankers 
of ^urope, would seem to 


have all the warmth of a 
stock market report, author 
Sherman Yellen has some 
grave problems in attempting 
to bring Frederic Morton’s 
biography to the stage. 

Conceding that it would 
be impossible to manage the 
entire volume, he confines 
himself merely to two 
generations, comprising the 
period 1772-1818. What 
emerges is a cavalcade of 
struggles, of deals, of plots — 
but not of people. 

Halfway through the first 


act, Hal Linden as the 
patriarch Rothschild, Meyer, 
stops and glows in a 
delightfully robust number, 
“Sons” — and, save for a brief 
and almost out of place 
interruption in the second act 
in which one of Meyer’s sons 
woos a wife, that’s it as far as 
people are concerned — the 
rest is cavalcade. 

This is not to say that 
Rothschild's struggle from 
the ghetto where he is spat 
upon and despite lacks 
interest. His ingenuity in 


becoming an agent between 
the Frankfort bankers and 
Prince William of Hesse and 
the subsequent adventures of 
his sons to capitalize upon 
the Napoleonic wars are 
meaty — perhaps too meaty, 
for the juice is gone. 

The Bock-Hamick score is 
only serviceable, advancing 
the story without really 
enhancing it and Michael 
Kidd, the choreographer, has 
little to do since there isn’t 
much market for dancing 
cash registers. 


It’s easy to see where most 
of the money went in “The 
Rothschilds:” John Bury’s 
sets are massive and 
handsome, serving both as the 
background for the 
Rothschild store and the 
framework for the 
surrounding mood pieces in 
which the congress of the 
Grand Alliance, introduce the 
periods with auctions 
strongly flavored with the 
mood of “Oh What a Lovely 
War.” 

Hal Linden dominates the 


stage thorough’ with his 
noble performance as the 
patriarch Meyer, while Keen 
Curtis essays four extremely 
difficult and varried roles as 
assorted representatives of 
the power establishment with 
which the Rothschilds must 
cope. 

This is Yellen’s first 
Broadway effort; up to now 
he has written mostly for 
television. The future 
evolution of “The 
Rothschilds’* is 
problematical, although the 


current production is far too 
cold, but one thing Yellen 
doesn’t have to worry about 
is his extremely witty use of 
the epigram.

A line like Meyer’s 
commentary about entering 
heaven, the camel and the 
needle — “if you’re rich 
enough you can find an 
awfully tiny camel and an 
enormous needle” — can’t be 
improved upon and the ‘The 
Rothschilds’ is full of such 
gems. 

But they’re not enough.

There is virtually no 
university in the United

try their hand at directing 
designing and production. 

In the summer, studio 
efforts are more of a 
showcase, with departmental 
•directors staging the works. 

There is much mysterious 
about “Bombers,” including 
its pseudonymous author, 
allegedly a casualty of the 
Detroit riot of 1967, but 
never listed In the fatality 
roster. Kinglsey B. Bass, Jr., 
or whoever he is, has written 
a highly theatrical yet far too 
preachy look at a future 
tomorrow where America has 
become another South 
Africa where Detroit is a 
military district and apartheid 
is practiced. 

Some of the best touches 
are director Leonard Smith’s, 
not the author’s, the military 
guards serving as ushers, the 
television scanners which 
contantly monitor the 
audience, the hostile national 
anthem, where nobody has 
the nerve to stand, even if he 
wants to. 

Unfortunately Smith lacks 
subtlety. His prelude is a 
multi-screen slide-film 
presentation which goes on 
for endless hours. In that it is 
like author Bass, who coins 


dialogue never heard in the 
ghetto, such as, “You people 
are more evil than my wildest 
imaginaings can fathom.” 

The plot loosely concerns 
the fate of a terrorist who 
failed his assignment to kill 
an Uncle Tom leader because 
there were children with him, 
yet who tries again and 
succeeds, only to be tempted 
in jail with freedom if he will 
spy on his friends. 

But the spymaster, who 
dresses like a 19th century 
actor, is no more believable 
than the bombed leader’s 
window, who is allowed to 
visit the jail to spout religious 
mania. 

Bass, in short, has strung 
together whatever episodes 
please his fancy with little 
attempted at dramatic 
validity. The result, especially 
the prolonged debates over 
the ethics of bombing, are 
heavily preachy. 

The cast like all studio 
casts, is more inexperienced 
than upstairs Wayne casts, 
although Donald Hayes had a 
few moments as the jailed 
bomber. But “Bombers” does 
indicate that the black 


theater program at Wayne is 
going to be interesting and 
vital.
